check their luggage, in the middle of 
the tush that is a daily occurrence 
through the summer.

"Passengers come in hero up to with- 


in a few ."minutes of th& departure of 
trains"," said this baggage man, "and we 
are banded checks for baggage. It of 
ten happens that there are seveicl 
pieces of baggage to be bunted up. 
If 


it Imppens that several such passengc.rs 
are waiting, considerable time JH con- 
sumed in getting them fixed, and a few 
minutes appears a long time to tbofeu 
waiting. 


"Where baggage is to go ovor only 


one road, the checking is easy, but 
where it is to go over several lines 
there is com-ideiable woik to be done. 
Each transfer must bo noted on the 
check und these checks must bo mode 
in duplicate— one for the baggage aad 
one for the owner. Then they must bo 
recorded. If fheie are several pieces o^ 
baggage it necessarily follows that some 
time must bo consumed in disposing of 
one party. 


"There is apparently no way in 


which passengers can avoid trouble ex- 
cept by going early to the depot, pur 
chasing their tickets and giving the 
baggage men a chance to get the baprgngp 
checked before tho congestion of tl'e 
last few moments sets in. 


"If passengers will got thfir bagfrago 


down hero In (irae there will bo no 
trouble, but they ilo not do (his; they 
come in at tho last moment and rush ID 
here to have their baggage checked | 
without having purchased a ticket, and 
of course we have to tell them to go 
and buy their ticket first. 
They may 


bo some time in procuring their ticket, 
for there is always a crowd at the win- 
dow, and when thuy return there is not 
much time to spare. By tJie time they 
get their checks they have to hustle to 
get the train. Tho fault is not so mu< h 
with the baggage loouisi as it is Mifch the 
passengers themselves "

iaises are poisonous to eome people, 
Not that the buttercup can vie with the 
deadly nightshade in poisonous quali- 
ties, bat still when consumed ia suffic- 
ient quantities It will cause death. 
A 


proof of this was afforded last year ia 
England in the case of a boy who after 
eating some buttercups died within ft 
few hours with all the symptoms of irri- 
tant poisoning. Every year some chil- 
dren lose their lives by eating poisonous 
seeds or flowers, and care should be 
taken to exclude from gardens or parks 
where children play, plants or shrubs 
of a poisonous nature, as deadly night- 
shade, laburnum and yew. Fortunately, 
buttercups, though nice to look at, do 
not, as a rule, tompt children to eat 
them wholesale, otherwise the mortality 
frorn this cause would be much greater 
than it is at present."

The concensus of re- 
fined judges of social manners and cus- 
toms on this head makes for decency 
as well as for propriety. So well es- 
tablished is the bylaw that it ranks 
with constitutional sections. 


A^, for instance, when a. woman, 


neither charitable 
nor 
hypocritical, 


based her private doubts as to the so- 
cial antecedents of another upon the 
circumstance that the "suspect" cut 
up her fish before bringing the fork to 
bear upon it. "There was something 
amiss with her home education,'' was 
the shrewd and reluctant conclusion. 


The importance of this home educa- 


tion cannot be exaggerated. 
While 


seven out of every ten business men 
lunch in restaurants, and five out of 
ten seek promiscuous sustenance three 
times u day in chop houses, "hash 
halls'" nnd business hotels, table eti- 
quette must be one of the least con- 
sidered of trifles. Hardly one out of a 
score of prosperous citizens can eat his 
soup without audible suction, and the 
discnsion of the breakfast orange com- 
mends to the squeamish spectator the 
wisdom of the dear old maids in Cran- 
ford. \vh» always took their oranges in 
their own rooms, there to eat them 
without danger of annoyance to others. 
I have seen a millionaire pare his care- 
fully, divide it iuto quarters and con- 
vej each quarter to his mouth upon 
the point of his silver fruit knife. The. 
act may have been filially reminiscent 
of his early life. The effect upon un- 
sympathetic beholders was peculiar 
and not appetizing. 


Few "live"' American men learn to 


cat slowly until the national dyspepsia 
has struck its far.gs into their vitals. 
College boys in mess halls, clerks and 
salesmen and bookkeepers, however 
carefully trained at home, fall into 
slipshod table tricks that would horrify 
their mothers. But the cult of the fork 
is tenacious iu its hold upon the most 
reckless. The collegian may gulp his 
coffee and bolt his steak and smack his 
lips over his soup. He would as soon 
double up his negatives and follow a 
plural noun by a singular verb as to 
carry his food to his mouth with his 
knife if taught in childhood that it is 
not decent to do it. 
Our young fel- 


low—lazy or diligent, drunk or sober, 
prosperous or a ''dead beat"—never 
violates the principle drilled into him 
by' the time he could feed himself of 
absolute divorce between his lips and 
his knife. As a-sign^manual of polite 
education—taking -polite'' at its just 
meaning—the use (or misuse) of the 
table fork is a faithful test, and an in- 
variable oae.

Some Advlco For the Tidy House* 


keeper to Follow. 


After the dust has been beaten out 


carpets may be brightened by scatter- 
ing upon thorn cornmeal mixed with 
salt and then sweeping it off.-., Mix salt 
aud meal in equ'tl proportions. Carpets 
should be thoroughly beaten on the 
wrong side first and then on the right 
side, after which spots may be removed 
by the use of ox gall or ammonia and 
water. Kerosene stains in carpets may 
be removed by sprinkling buckwheat 
flour over the spot. If one sprinkling 
Is not enough, repeat. 
To preserve 


brooms dip them for a minute or two 
In a kettle of boiling suds once a week, 
nnd they will last much longer, making 
them tough and pliable. A carpet lasts 
much longer swept with ^ broom cared 
for in this manner.. 


Two pounds of alum dissolved in a 


gallon of boiling water, applied with a 
brush while nearly boiling hot to every 
joint and crevice in closets, bedsteads, 
pantry shelves, etc.,-will completely de- 
stroy all house insects, such as red and 
black ants, cockroaches, spiders and 
cinchbugs. If in whitewashing a ceil- 
ing plenty of alum is added to white- 
wash, it will keep off insects. Taint, 
mortar and whitewash may be taken 
off of windows with sharp, hot vinegar; 
if fresh, cold vinegar will do. 


To. f reo the .pantry and closets from 
insects, try the following: Dissolve two 
pounds of nlum In four quarts of hot 
water. Let it remain until alum is dis- 
solved. With a brush apply boiling hot 
to joints and crevices in closets, on 
shelves, etc. 
Where croton bugs in- 


trude, brush all cracks in floors. Keep 
boiling hot while using.

Daily Htnts For the Table. 


A dainty and refreshing dessert is 


made as follows: Put a quart of rich 
cream in a large bowl; stir a pound of:

stiff froth; put it in a freezer and 
freeze it for ice cream; when frozen 
put a lajer of it in the bottom of a 
scalloped pyramid mould, smooth it 
and cover with a layer of .fine large 
raspberries: repeat this process suntll 
the mould is filled;.then caver it and 
pack it in chipped ice. Sprinkle rock 
salt over about every Jhird layer of 
icer pack tight, cover over with a piece 
of old carpet or flannel cloth and stand 
in a cool rplace; when ready to - serve 
lift the mould from the ice; let it stand 
in a warm place about five minutes, 
then take off the cover nnd turn the 
confection into a glass dish; ornament 
the top with a panachee of white and 
raspberry-colored whipped creaia. 


Sculptured Glass. 


Sculptured glass is a new and charm- 


It is a revival of a very an- 
cient art once practised by the Italians. 
The pieces of crystal, plates, vases, 
etc., are made of a layer of opal glass 
superimposed on a layer of dark plum 
colored glass, and the design is cut'out 
of the opal glass, the artist attaining 
the necessary light and shade, as well 
as the perspective, by the depth-1» 
which he cuts through the layers of 
crystal.

President Mcllnley Has Made toe formal 


Announcement of Elihu Root's 


Acceptance, 


Acceptance of the Post Received in 


AVasMiigton—Lynching of Italians 
in Louisiana May Seriously Dis- 
turb Relations Between the United 
States and Italy. 


Washington, July 24.—Elihu Root of 


New York will succeed Gen. Alger as 
Secretary of War ou Aug. 1. President 
McKtultfy has made the formal an- 
nouncement of Mr. Roott's appoint- 
ment. The place was offered to Mr. 
Root by telegraph after a Cabinet 
council, and after Senator Platt had 
assured the President that Mr. Robt 
would accept. Mr. Root's reply, ac- 
cepting the post, has been received. 


Senator Platt bus left Washington 


for £tc\v York. Spelling of tlie selec- 
tion of Mr. Root, he said that the 
President desired an able lawyer for 
the Secreturyshlp. Had the President 
agreed to appoint a military man, Sen- 
ator Platt said he felt sure Gen. Fran- 
cis V. Greene would have been the 
choice. But as President McKlnley 
was anxious to have a man who would 
be able to handle the muuy legal ques- 
tions that might arise in the civic gov- 
ernment of the new colonial posses- 
sions, he considered it more necessary 
to have a great lawyer than a great 
military man. 


Secretary Alger's successor will not 


be restricted in any manner as to the 
head of the War Department, lie will 
be consulted as much as possible, and 
all orders will be signed by him, but 
Genernl Corhln will foe the military 
chief of4 the Secretary nnd the Presi- 
dent, and Secretary Root will of ncees- 
fcity ha\o to be relieved of much of the 
routine Involved in purely military 
changes. 


In conducting the Philippine cam- 


paign the President will advise with 
the Secretary in all Important matters, 
but Mr. Hoot will be it civilian among 
soldiers and ex-soldiers. Consequently 
his military judgment and activities 
will be limited. 


Tho Lynching of Italians. 


Washington, July 24.—The lynching 


Of five Italians at Tallulah, La., is 
viewed with concern In official circles 
ou account of the effect It may have 
ou the relations between Italy and the 
United States. Ofllcialu recall that a 
similar affair, theilynching of men of 
the same nationality in the same State 
during the Administration of President 
Harrison, nearly caused a war "between 
this country and Italy, and did result 
In the withdrawal from Washington of 
the Italian Minister. The affair at 
Tallulah is, the third of its kind In- 
volving tlie relations between the Ital- 
ian Government and that of the United 
States. Only a short time ago this 
Government paid indemnity to Italy 
for the killing by a mob of some Ital- 
ian subjects in Colorado. It is be- 
lieved here that the least that will re- 
sult from the lynching at Tallulah will 
be the payment of heavy Indemnity to 
Italy. 


The seriousness with which the mat- 


ter is \iewed by the Italian authorities 
were indicated by the promptness of 
Italy In calling the lynching to the at- 
tention of the State Department. 


Otis Kcfuses More Medical Aid. 
Manila, via Hong Kong. July 24.— 


Chief Surgeon WoodhuII considers that 
the increase in the military force in 
the Philippine Islandn will necessitate 
the employment of forty additional 
Burgeons. Surgeon Woodhull's recom- 
mendation to that effect has been dis- 
approved by Major-General E. S. Otis, 
commanding tlie United States forces 
here/ There are nearly three thousand 
soldiers in hospital. Tbe official report 
last week showed 1,800 in hospital in 
Manila, and there are several hundred 
at San Fernando and other garrisons. 
There are also 275 sick in quarters in 
Manila. The regimental- surgeons re- 
port that large numbers of soldiers on 
duty are unfit for service. 


Plans to Crush Filipinos. 


Washington, July 24.—The President 


nnd Adjutant General Corhln have al- 
ready begun giving attention to plans 
for the campaign which is to be re- 
sumed in the Philippines as soon as 
the wet season nears an end. The 
hope is to make a complete finirfi of 
the Tagal iusnrrenction - within" the 
months of October and November, If 
tlie weather will permit.

Washington, July 24.—Elihu Root of 


Now York will succeed Gen. Alger as 
Secretary of War ou Aug. 1. President 
McKtulc?y has made the formal an- 
nouncement of Mr. Roott's appoint- 
ment. The place was offered to Mr. 
Root by telegraph after a Cabinet 
council, and after Senator Platt had 
assured the President that Mr. Robt 
would accept. Mr. Root's reply, ac- 
cepting the post, has been received. 


Senator Platt hus left Washington 


for ^s'exv York. Spelling of tile selec- 
tion of Mr. Root, he said that the 
President desired an able lawyer for 
the Secretaryship. Had the President 
agreed to appoint a military man, Sen- 
ator Platt said be felt sure Gen. Fran- 
cis V. Greene would have been the 
choice. But as President McKlnley 
was anxious to have a man who would 
be able to handle the many legal ques- 
tions that might arise in the civic gov- 
ernment of the new colonial posses- 
sions, he considered it more necessary 
to have a great lawyer than a great 
military man. 


Secretary Alger's successor will not 


be restricted in any manner as to the 
head of the War Department, lie will 
be consulted as much a,s possible, and 
all orders will be signed by him, but 
General Corbln will bo the military 
chief of4 the Secretary nnd the Presi- 
dent, and Secretary Root will of ncees- 
fcity ha\e to be relieved of much of tho 
routine Involved in purely military 
changes. 


In conducting the Philippine cam- 


paign the President will advise with 
the Secretary in all Important matters, 
but Mr. Hoot will be a civilian among 
soldiers and ex-*,oliliers. Consequently 
his military judgment and activities 
will be limited. 


Tho Lynching of Italians. 


Washington, July 24.—The lynching 


Of five Italians at Tallulah, La., is 
viewed with concern in official circles 
ou account of the effect it may have 
on the relations between Italy and the 
United States. Officials recall that a 
similar affair, theilynching of men of 
the same nationality in the same State 
during the Administration of President 
Harrison, nearly caused a war between 
this country and Italy, and did result 
In the withdrawal from Washington of 
the Italian Minister. The affair at 
Tallulah is, the third of its kind In- 
volving the relations between the Ital- 
ian Government and that of the United 
States. Only a short time ago this 
Government paid indemnity to Italy 
for tho killing by a mob of some Ital- 
ian subjects In Colorado. It is be- 
lieved here that the least that will re- 
sult from the lynching nt Tallulah will 
be the payment of heavy Indemnity to 
Italy. 


The seriousness witli which the mat- 


ter is \iewecl by the Italian authorities 
wore indicated by the promptness of 
Italy in calling the lynching to the at- 
tention of the State Department. 


Otis Kefuses More Medical Aid. 
Manila, via Hong Kong. July 24.— 


Chief Surgeon Woodhull considers that 
the increase in the military force in 
the Philippine Islands will necessitate 
the employment of forty additional 
Burgeons. Surgeon Woodhull's recom- 
mendation to that effect has been dis- 
approved by Major-General E. S. Otis, 
commanding the United States forces 
here/ There are nearly three1 thousand 
soldiers in hospital. The official report 
last week showed 1,800 in hospital in 
Manila, and there are several hundred 
at San Fernando and other garrisons. 
There are also 275 sick in quarters in 
Manila. The regimental- surgeons re- 
port that large numbers of soldiers on 
duty arc unfit for service.

Washington, July 24.--Elihu Root o£ 


Now York will succeed Gen. Alger as 
Secretary of War on Aug. 1. President 
licKuiley lias made' the formal an- 
nouncement of Mr. lloott's appoint- 
ment. The place was offered to Mr. 
Root by telegraph after a Cabinet 
council, and after Senator Platt liad 
assured the President that Air. Ro6t 
would accept. Mr. Root's reply, ac- 
cepting the post, has been received. 


Senator Plait has left Washington 


for A'ew York. Spelling of tlie selec- 
tion of Mr. Root, he said that the 
President desired an able lawyer for 
the Secretaryship. Had the President 
agrct-d to appoint a military man, Sen- 
ator Platt said he felt sure Gen. Fran- 
cis V. Greene would have been the 
choice. But as President McKinley 
ivas anxious to have a man who would 
be able to handle the many legal ques- 
tions that might arise in the civic gov- 
ernment of the new colonial posses- 
sions, he considered it mort" necessary 
to have a great lawyer than a groat 
military man. 


Secretary Alger's successor will not 
be restricted in any manner as to the 
bead of the War Department, lie will 
be consulted as much as possible, and 
all orders will bo signed by him, but 
General Coi-bin will be the military 
chief of tho Secretary and the Presi- 
dent, and Secretary Root will of neces- 
sity have to be relieved of much of the 
routine involved in purely military 
changes. 


In conducting the Philippine cam- 


paign the President will advise with 
the Secretary in all important matter*), 
but Mr. lloot will be a, civilian among 
soldiers and ex-soldiers. Consequently 
his military judgment and activities 
will be limited. 


Tho Lynching of Italians. 


Washington, July 24.—The lynching 


Of five Italians at Tallulah, La., Is 
viewed with 'concern in official circles 
on account of the effect It may have 
on the relations between Italy and the 
United States. Officials recall that a 
similar affair, the i lynching of men of 
the same nationality in the same State 
during the Administration of President 
Harrison, nearly caused ;i war "between 
this country and Italy, and did result 
in the withdrawal from Washington of 
the Italian Minister. The affair at 
Tallulah is, the third of its kind in- 
volving the relations between the Ital- 
ian Government and that of the United 
States. Only a short time ago this 
Government paid indemnity to Italy 
for tho killing by a mob of some Ital- 
ian subjects in Colorado. It is be- 
lieved here that the lonst that Avill re- 
eult from the lynching at Tallulah will 
be the payment of heavy indemnity to 
Italy. 


The seriousness witli which the mat- 


ter is viewed by the Italian authorities 
wore indicated by the promptness of 
Italy in calling the lynching to the at- 
tention of the State Department. 


Otis Refuses More Medical Aid. 
Manila, via Hone Kong. July 24.— 


Chief Surgeon Woodhull considers that 
the increase in the military force in 
the Philippine Islands will necessitate 
the employment of forty additional 
Burgeons. Surgeon WoodhuH's recom- 
mendation to that effect has been dis- 
approved by Major-General E. S. Otis, 
commanding the United States forces 
here.- Thece are nearly three thousand 
soldiers in hospital. The official report 
last week allowed 1,800 in hospital in 
Manila, and there are several hundred 
at San Fernando and other garrisons. 
There are also 273 sick in quarters in 
Manila. The regimental- surgeons re- 
port that large numbers of soldiers on 
duty are unfit for service. 


Plans to Crush Filipinos. 


Washington, July 24.—The President 


and Adjutant General Corbin have al- 
ready begun giving attention to plans 
for the campaign which is to be re- 
sumed in the Philippines as soon as 
the wet season uears-aii end. The 
hope is to make a complete finif»h of 
the Tagal 'insurrenetion • within- the 
months of October and November, if 
tlie weather will permit.

STRIKERS BLOW UP A CAR 


Dynamite Again Does a Lot of Dam- 


age in Cleveland. 


Cleveland, July 24.-«-A car on the 


Euclid avenue Hue was blown up by 
dynamite and several persons were in- 
jured. A call was sent out for ambu- 
Jances. 


Cars were started running as usual 


on all except one or two lines. The 
mobs were astir early and a thousand 
or more persons gathered in Burton 
street, on the South Side, and proceed- 
ed to obstruct the track. When a car 
came along with two pollceujeu on 
boa rd it was at tucked with a shower 
of stones. In spite of the policemen, 
the non-union motorman and conduc- 
tor were handled roughly. One of 
them, named McDermott, had two ribs 
broKen, and the other was bruised bad- 
ly.One of the policemen lirod at the 
mob, 
the bullet striking a man named 


WeunicU. The uiob ast-aulted the of- 
ficers, both of whom were, btnlck re- 
peatedly with stones, and only for the 
intervention of a priest of the Catholic 
Church near at hand, the. two uien 
migut have be«u lynched. By this 
line three cars had been mixed up in 
.lie tight, and a patrol wagon load of 
Kiliu' arriving, the rioters dispersed, 
ind the cars were taken back to, the 
i.irns. 


Hospital physicians have made the 


statement that four of those injured on 
the wrecked car cannot recover.

AMERICANS ARE THE VICTIMS 


The Committee Reports That the Spanish 


Law Only Requires the Co-operation 


of tbe Police. 


The Merchants of Havana Are Becom- 


ing More and More Convicted of tbe 
Value of American Banking Meth- 
ods. Several Counterfleters Have 
Been Arrested. 
The Commission of prominent Cuban 
lawyers appointed by Oen. Ludlow to 
report as to the best method to be 
adopted for checking guibliiig recently 
made a report, which was refcred to 
Myor Lacosto. 
It seems that the old Spanish law 


was perfectly suited to cope witli the 
matter, but that it was rarely enforced. 
owing to the Irge revenues received by 
the < joveroment for hospitals and other 
charitable institutions from gambling 
esiblishments. 


The committee says that the Spanish 


law only requires tlie co-opertion of 
the police to bring about tbe desired re- 
form. 


It is expected that many arrests will 


shortly be made, not only of native 
gmblers, but of others who are in the 
tield with the sole object of fleecing 
Americans. 
Many gamblers of un- 


savory records are in the city, among 
them being Americans. Mexicns and 
men of other nationalities. 


American banking methods are be- 


coming etxtremely popular with tlie 
merchants of Havana, there now being 
on deposit with the North American 
Trust i 'ompanv, fiscal agents of the 
United States in Cuba, over $4,000.000, 
exclusive of the Government funds. 
Several alleged counterfeiters have 


been rivsted on the charge of issuing 
Spurious silver dollars. 
The coins, 


which it is asserted were made by the 
prisoners, were produced by primitive 
methods, being cast in planter of Paris 
molds. 


TWO MURDERERS CAUGHT, 


Oiio of tho Negroes Puts tbe Blame 


on III* Partner. 


Springfield, Mass., July 24.—James 


Russell and Robert Wade, two colored 
men who are thought'to be the mur- 
derers of Rabbi* Louts Grenzberg In 
BInghamton, N. Y., July 4, were ar- 
rested in this city by Inspectors Boyle 
and Qullty. The inspectors have been 
watching for the men for several days, 
and thought, they were in tlie city. A 
man answering Russell's description 
called at the post office for a letter, 
and the police were notilled. The post 
office clerks were instructed to delay 
giving the man his mail if he called 
again, and to summon the ponce. 


Russell called for his mail and with- 


in three minutes the police were noti- 
fied and had arrested him. He was 
taken to the police station and made 
no resistance. Wade was found at a 
hou^e in Eastern avenue. 


Kussell refused to talk, but Wade 
said that he lived opposite Grenzberg's 
shop In Binghamton, nnd that he and 
Kussell had a scrap with Grenzberg, 
Kussell doing most of the fighting.

The Statement Drawn Forth by a 


Fiery Speech at Ottawa, Ont., by. 


, Sir Charles Tupper—Declares That 


the American Proposition is *'Pttre 
Impudence." 


Ottawa, Ontario, July 24.-Sir Wil- 


frid Laurier, the Premier, made an ex- 
ceedingly important and significant 
statement in the House of Commons 
relative to the Alaskan boundary dis- 
pute with the United States. 


"It is clear;" said tlie Premier, "that 


there are only two ways by which the 
difficulty may now be settled—arbitra- 
tion or war. I have no hope at this- 
moment that we can settle th# queis-. 
tion by compromise. No one wants 
war. We must exliaust every means 
of removing the difficulty by peaceful 
methods. I have not given up hope 
that it is possible to agree to arbitra- 
tion. I must ask the House to be pa- 
tient a while longer. 


"Negotiations are f-till going on. We 


must find some means of bringing., 
about a peaceful settlement. I "might 
be disposed to speak strongly, but b# 
reason of my position as Premier of 
this country and a member of the 
Anglo-American 
committee, it 
be- 


hooves me to bo reticent as to our 
position or. that taken by the TJniteS 
States. 


"Canada's 
ca*e on the Alaskan 


Boundary question is simply impregna- 
te, but I am sorry- to say that at this 
nomeut the negotiations are no fur- 
lier advanced than was the case in 
January last." 


Tills statement by the Premier was 
Irawn forth after a fiery speech by 
Sir Charles Tupper, leader of the op- 
lositiou, who, dreading the conse- 
quences to his party during an election 
of the action of the conservative Sen- 
ators in rejecting last year the govern- 
ment scheme for all Canadian route to 
the Yukon, urtred the government to 
proceed with the railway scheme his 
larty had already rejected and the en- 
forceiuent of laws preventing any ex- 
ept British subjects taking up mining 
claims. 


Sir Charles declared that in his many 
years' experience with English states- 
men he had found that one weakness 
among them was unwillingness to do 
anything that could possibly bring on. 
a collision with the T'nlted States. 


The American proposal that, no mat- 
ter what a tribunal of arbitration 
might decide, the Americans should 
nevertheless continue to hold Dyea 
and Skaguay was pure Impudence. 
The policy of the Americans was ob-' 
viously to prevent this matter from bc- 
Inir settled. The reason for this at- 
titude was plain. The Americans were 
in possession alonsr this coast, and 
by blocking negotiations they could 
hold on indefinitely, enjoying the bene- 
fit of the trade, while Americans In 
large numbers were pouring in to strip 
the Yukon country of its gold.

The toml) of KKther' and Mordecal, 
he famous characters In the Biblical 
>ook of Esther, has boon discovered lu 
lamadau. Pernln, and the Inscriptions 
n the sarcophagi and the tomb itwelf 
ettd and translated. This discovery 


most timely, for some writers have 


rittd to discredit the Biblical story and 
hr- festival of 1'urlm, which goes back 
to it for a basis. 


Every reader of Scripture Is familiar 
vlth that strange tale of Hie Jewish 


oy Uncle Sam to bis naval defenders 
Is not 'the only income derived Joy those 
on board lus vessels of war. 


When it Is understood that many a 


bluejacket occupying a position classi- 
fied 
at -from $18 to ?40 a month, is 


paid off at the $nd of a three-years' 
cruise with $2,000 and $3,000 safely 
tucked away In his "monk bag," it will 
be easily seen that trafficking on war- 
ships is not unremuuerative. 


There are no trained cooks in the 


naval service, so i«rben it happens that 
a landsman or coal passer develops 
skilled knowledge of the culinary art, 
he is eagerly snapped up. 


The chief mogul of the galley or 


man-o'-war kitchen, must not be pass- 
ed, over. The naval pay table contains 
In the messmen branch, a rating term- 
ed "ship's cook" of the first, second, 
third 
and 
fourth class. The pay 


ranges from $33 to $20 a month, ac- 
cording to the size of the vessel, and 
the incumbent is supposed to tend the 
galley coppers and range. 


As in other cases, the ship's cook 


does not depend on -his salary alone. 
He is in a position to do many favors 
for the berth deck cooks and there are 
very few who do not pay him at least 
$1 a month. 


In addition to this source of income, 


a tjirifty ship's cook can find ample 
opportunity to use Ihe range in the 
making of a pastry which can be re- 
tailed to .the crew. ' 


One cook, several years ago, cleared 


a comfortable sum by selling dried 
apple pies at 23 cents each. 


The same yearnings for tilings eat- 


able which causes .lack to buy these 
pies also sends him to the cabin, ward- 
room or steerage steward, who, on 
most ships, does a land office business 
In t,he sale of jellies, jams, pickles and 
fancy canned goods. Some also keep 
on sale tobacco, cigars and cigarettes, 
which they retail at enormous prices. 


Next to the creature comforts of his 


inner man, the naval sailor thinks 
most of hit* personal appearance. 


On each -ship will be found a gun- 


ner's mate, quartermaster, seaman, 
oiler, or even a fireman who has served 
mi apprenticeship in the naval tailor- 
ing art on board some other vessel. 
Such a man is permitted to maintain 
n .small hand sewing machine on board, 
and during odd times off watch, he sets 
up his shop in the corner of the berth 
ti°ck or in the superstructure and 
•titches away industriously. 


There is money in it for the man 


who does good work. The price for 
making,, a suit is $5, and there are 
many suits to be made on the average 
man-o'-war. The tailor also does odd 
jobs in mondl;ig for the officers aft, 
who pay according to their official 
dignity. 


Wearing oof- attil further the similar- 


ity of R warship community to a vil- 
lage nshpre, there will be found in the 
service not only the small tradesmen, 
but one peculiar man who is the capi- 
talist awl boss money maker of the 
ship. He is the ship's barber. The 
ship's barber nourishes, and he has 
on his list at $1.25 a quarter a goodly 
share of 
—e crew. For the sum 


mentioned be will give two shaves a 
week and a hair cut once a mouth. 


He also has his customers aft who 


pay him at the rate of $2 a mouth. 
At least two-thirds of the crew on an 
average patronize the barber, which 
means, on a vessel of the Columbia 
clasp, an addition of over $100 monthly 
to his regular pay of $1(5. Few bar- 
bers ashore make this sum. 


One of the peculiar trades practiced 


in the service is tue manufacture of 
ditty boxes. A ditty box is a small 
wooden chest which serves the blue- 
Jacket as a repository for his comb and 
brush, tobacco, writing paper and the 
various odi.s nnd ends which would 
be found in the drawers of the ordin- 
ary dressing case ashore. The regular 
ship's carpente'r and his mates follow 
this trade, and, they are enabled to add 
considerably to their salaries. 


Among the bandsmen on a flagship 


will be 'found1 a sljoernaJrer who has 
served at his trade long enough to be 
able to patch the footgear of a ship's 
company.

uuiden whose beauty so touched the 
King of Persia that ho took lief for his 
vife and placed her on II!H throne by 
lis side. The .Tews of Ilamndan show 
:hl» tomb of the hero and heroine of 
he Bible story to all travellers with 
no small pride, for in it lies thoir title 
o nobility, one of their own people 
laying actually reigned with tTie king. 
This tomb has evidently been added 


:o at various periods, and is now sixty 
feet high. The entrance in to The left 
of the center, leading into an outer 
>assage. To the left is the tomb of 
some ancient savage and to the right 
the tomb of an old physician, with a 
stand bearing lamps and oil in front of 
t 
A wall separates the sacred part 


'rom this outer section. At its wesern 
and a door leads to the principal part 
of the tomb. To tire right is Mordecai's 
tomb and to the left Esther's, sepa- 
rated from each other by a corridor 
along 
which jpilgrims pass going 


around the sarcophagi. In a niche Is 
a scroll of the law, and an ostrich egg 
s suspended beneath HIP dome, as is 
the custom In all Persian tombs. 


The sarcophagi arc made of dark 


wood, evidently of great antiquity, and 
are covered with inscriptions in lie- 
brew. On Mordecai's sarcophagus is 
this inscription: 


"Here is the holy nrk of Mordecal 


the Righteous. May his merits protect 
us! Amen." 


The same inscription is repeated on 


crich side of the coffin, beside these 
veises from the Bible: 


"Now, in Shushan, the palace, there 


was a -certain Jew, whose name-was 
Mordecui, thf son of Shlmei, the son 
of Iviah, the Benjamiuite, sou of - "

"And the decree of Esther confirmed 
these matters of Purim; and it was 
written in the book. And the king, 
Ahasucrus, laid a tribute upon the 
land, and upon the isle of the sea." 


Fac-similies of the inscriptions have 


been taken from plaster impressions 
now in the possession of Dr. Zadoc 
Kahn, chief rabbi of France.

'•Behind the sand dunes of the Long 


Island coast there are many small 
:;onds the water of which is naturally 
fresh, but has been made salt, or can 
be made salt, by the cutting of chan- 
nels to the &w. in the confining sand 
dunes. This brings abundance of bhell 
and other llsh from the sen to the 
ponds, where they fatten and take on 
better flavor. Native to these ponds is 
a non-migratory eel—that is, it does 
not leave those waters and go to the 
sea in the fall, like the eel that conies 
from the sou to those ponds in the 
spring. There is no livelier thing in 
the water during the warm months 
than this native <;el of the sand dune 
ponds, but it is a creature of thin 
blood and sensitive organism. When 
the water begins to grow chill as <the 
cool weather comes on, the eel loses 
its vim and friskiuess, and immediate- 
ly begins to burrow into the muddy 
bottoms of the ponds, to lie there dor- 
mant until the temperature of the 
water is high enough to be pleasant 
again. 


"These eels bore into the mud a foot 


or more. Although they are then to 
pass into a state of lethargy for the 
time, they must have air. To secure 
this they turn their head*, up toward 
the top of -_eir muddy bed and punct- 
ure holes through it with their noses. 
This would seem to prove that eels 
have lungs as well as gills and are 
therefore something more than a mere 
cOtid-blooded fish, Kach burrowing eel 
Icaveb two telltale Indications of his 
winter hiding place, the hole he went 
in by and the one he makes to breathe 
through. 
i "Like the bear and the eoou, the eel 
goes into winter retreat.laden with fat, 
and, like them, he loses none of it 
While he sleeps. So he is never more 
fit for the table in his aclhe months 
of incessant and greedy feeding than 
he is at any time during the mouths 
of his dormant fasting. This i* un- 
fortunate for him. If he could only re- 
duce himself to leanness before lie 
stowed himself away in (lie mud he 
would rest there undisturbed in Ins 
nap—but we vrould have no winter eels 
hi the market. 


"Wlieu the frosty days have come 


nnd the eel.s have gone into these bur- 
rows the native of the hand dune coast 
no longer fishes or traps for eels, lie 
hunts for them and gets just as much 
pleasure and profit out of them. Arm- 
ed with a barbed and mauy-tined 
spear, he passes his boat along the 
edges and over the shallower places of 
the ponds where the bottom is within 
easy sight. The holes in the mud be- 
tray the burrows of the hibernating 
eels. The spear IH jabbed vigorously 
down 
through 
the 
mud. Usually, 


when it is drawn out, the spear will 
have an eel impaled on its barbs, and 
the painful contact IH sufficient to re- 
store much of the creature's summer 
animation, and it squirms .ind lashes 
itself furiously over its rude awaken- 
ing. But whether the spear fetches up 
an eel or not, the cfl hunter glances 
quickly about him on the contiguous 
surface of the pond, for if he is over a 
paving eel hole an infallible sign will 
appear on the surface and tell him so. 
If there eels lying within a radius of a 
few feet from the spot where the spear 
was thrust into the mud, the thrust 
will be quickly followed by the ap- 
pearance of minute bubbles here and 
there on the water. The shock of the 
spear plunging into the bottom startles 
from their slumber any eels that may 
be lying near, and they immediately 
eject jets of air from their breathing 
boles, and the jets appear in bubbles 
on the surface. When the eels send 
these bubbles to the 1op of the water, 
is is known in the language of the 
sand dune eel hunters as 'smoking,' 
and by it they know where to launch 
their spears. A good smoking bed

Steamboat on her route of six or more 
hours could not have the capacity in 
her fireroom to contain all the wood 
required, and was compelled to pile 
it upon her side Iwuses, and such boats 
as were on a long route, as from New 
York to Pro\idence, were compelled 
to invade their upper deck wi|h wood, 
and upon leaving the city bad bonie- 
what the semblance of a floating wood- 
yard. 
In 1839 anthracite coal was intro- 


duced in the furnaces of the steam- 
boat North America, plying on the 
Hudson Hiver between New York and 
Albany, and, to aid its combustion 
when a high pressure of steam was 
required, a fan-blower, driven by a 
belt from the wheel shaft, was first 
resorted to, but soon alterward a 
small independent engine, \\as used, 
connected by a belt to the blower. 
Anthracite cual was soon afterward 
burned without auxiliary draught in 
the open furnace of a steam boiler.

an attempt to intimidate enemies by 
making them thins: that the hole where 
the helpless wild kittens resided con- 
tained a venomous snake. It is a very 
curious and remarkable fact that many 
different kinds of creatures which have 
their homes m shallow holes have a 
similar habit of spitting when an 
enemy 
approaches. Furthermore,

think it probable that the expression 
of a cat at bay is part of the same 
instinctive si rat a gem. We know how 
general is tho horror of the serpent 
tribe throughout all nature, and hence 
it seems likely that the serpent-like 
aspect of the head of an enraged cat, 
together with its threatening hiss, 
might disconcert an enemy sufficiently 
to give an advantage to the cat. 
Curiously enough, cats of all species 
have their tails marked transversely 
In a waj which resembles the marking 
of serpents, and several naturalists 
have remarked how similar srre the 
sinuous, waving movements of the tail 
of any angry cat to the movements of 
the tail of the snake in a state of ex- 
citement. The true tabby cat when it 
is curled up asleep has a curious re- 
semblance to a coiled serpent, and the 
same is true of many wild cats of dif- 
ferent varieties and coming from dif- 
ferent parts of the world. Lf this real- 
ly is an instance of protective mimicry, 
1 think it is possible that the chief foe 
guarded agains*t was the eagle. Eagles 
are very fond of cat's flesh, and it has 
been remarked by naturalists in var- 
ious parts of the world that these for- 
midable birds habitually make war up- 
on the smaller fendoe."
